THREE U.S. PHYSICIANS 
SHARE THE NOBEL PRIZE 


Drs. George Minot, William P. 
Murphy and George H, 
Whipple Get Award. 


By the Associated Press. 
STOCKHOLM, Oct. 26.—As fore- 
cast a few days ago, three Amer- 
ican physicians, who reckoned 
their success by the measure of 
their victory over pernicious ane- 
mia were awarded the 1934 Nobel 
prize in medicine yesterday. Dr. 
George Minot and Dr. William P. 
Murphy of the Harvard Medical 
School, and Dr. George ‘H. Whipple 
of the University of Rochester, will 
divide the prize. 

The three doctors long fought the 
disease which until eight vears ago 
was considered incurable. “For 
liver therapy in anemia,” was the 
summary of the award. The three 
men will divide a cash prize of 
162,607.92 kroner (about $41,000). 
Dr. Minot won wide scientific ac- 
claim by his discovery in 1926 that 
liver arrests pernicious anemia in 
human beings. While Dr. Whipple 
was proving that liver had helped 
clear up cases of anemia in animals, 
Dr. Minot and Dr. Murphy in Boston 
were using liver in the treatment of

IA GUARDIA VETOES 
CTY LOTTERY BILL 


New York Mayor Bases Action 
on Doubt as to Legality 
of Proposal. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 26.—Mayor H. 


LaGuardia vetoed yesterday a bill 
for a city lottery. 

The Mayor vetoed the bill be- 
cause he doubted the legality of 
such a proposal. 

“The resolution and the plan,” 
he wrote to the Board of Alder- 
men, “were offered in the best of 


good faith.” 
“In times as critical as we are 


now living in, every possible method 


of raising revenue is thought and 
suggested. But the Mayor has been 
unable to obtain any reliable legal 
advice that sustains the legality of 
the plan.” 

The Mayor in his message did not 
discuss the objections that had 
been made to the lottery on moral 
grounds. 

Borough President James J. 
Lyons of the Bronx, author of the 
bill, said he would go before the 
next session of the Legislature in 
an effort to obtain laws legalizing 
a lottery.

Three election clerks in the 
Third Precinct of the Fourth Ward, 
where Jimmy Miller “votes ’em like 
a machine,” were indicted yester- 
day by the grand jury, charged 
with willful neglect of duty.

Kingshighway. 

Frank Blunck, 1426 North Elev- 
enth street. 

Rummerfield, a laborer, is a 
Democrat. Reim and Blunck, Re- 
publicans, held city jobs before the 
present administration took office, 
Reim as a City Workhouse guard, 
Blunek as a chauffeur attached to 
the City Hall. 

Blunck and Reim were arrested 
.s0on after the bench warrants were 
issued and taken to Police Head- 
quarters. They declined to comi- 
ment, 

Basis of the Charges. 

Charges against the three fol- 
lowed the discovery that voters 
were registered from addresses 
which proved to be vacant lots, 

The indictments are based on 
Section 10590 of the Missouri 
statutes, which outlines the duties 
of election clerks and defines will- 
ful failure to perform them as a 
misdemeanor, to be punished by 
a jail sentence of from one month 
to one year. 

This section requires clerks, aft- 
er making a canvass of their pre 
cincts to verify registrations of 
voters as compiled by the election 
judges of the precincts, to send no- 
tice by mail to persons not found 
in the canvass, summoning them 
to appear before the Election Board 
and show cause why their names 
should not be deleted from the 
lists of registered voters. The 
clerks are required also to serve 
such notices in person, either at the 
time of the canvass, or promptly 
thereafter. 

First Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Ferris said the evidence presented 
to the grand jury indicated that the 
men had failed to make the can 
vass required by law, or if they 
made it had failed to check off 
names when voters were found to 
be registered from vacant lots. 

Up to Proceuting Attorney. 

As the indictments allege a mis- 
demeanor, they will be certified to 
the Prosecuting Attorney's office, 
whieh will be in charge of the 
prosecution in the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction. 

The precinct voting place in 
which the three were assigned to 
serve is at 1022 Cass avenue. This 
precinct is bounded by Seventh and 
Hadley streets, Cass avenue and 
O'Fallon street.

CHICAGO, Oct. 26.—Huge paper 
profits weer written on the books 
of Samuel Insull’s Corporation Se- 
curities Co., a Government account- 
ant testified in the lIusull mail 
fraud trial today, by stock divi- 
dendse passed between that com- 
pany and its “twin,” Insull Utility 
Investments, Inc. 

The accountant, Wayne S. Mur- 
phy of the Department of Justice, 
said millions in “income” were made 
by the manner of entering -stock 
dividends on the books of the Cor- 
poration Securities Co. When In- 
sull Utility Investments, Inc., is- 
sued a dividend in stock, Murphy 
explained, part of it went to Cor- 
poration Securities since the twin 
corporations had investments in 
each other. 

By the time Corporation Securi- 
ties was two months old, it had 
profits of $184,163 on its books from 
this manner of bookkeeping, Mur- 
phy testified. 

Made on 4752 Shares. 

“Insull Utility Investments, Inc., 
paid 4752 shares of stock to the 
Corporation Securities Co. as stock 
dividends in 1929,’” said Murphy. 
“Insull Utility Investments charged 
itself $20 a share, or $95,002. But 
the Corporation Securities Co., on 
receiving it, credited the stock to 
income at the market quotations, 
then $58.75 a share, showing an in- 
come of $279,215. 

“The excess of the amount cred- 
ited to income by the Corporation 
Securities Co., over the amount 
charged against income by Insull 
Utility Investments, was $184,163.” 

The twin corporations could make 
profits not only from each other 
but from other corporations in the 
Insull utility system, Murphy said, 
by this plan of using the stock 
market price for stock they re- 
ceived. 

$3,338,344 in One Year. 

Corporation Securities gave it- 
self $3,388,344 in such profits dur- 
ing 1930, Murphy testified, on stock 
divigénds issued by Insull Utility 
Investments, Inc., and by the Mid- 
die West Utilities Co., Isull hold- 
ing concern. For 1931, the paper 
profits were $1,208,941, he said. 

But along with issuing the stock 
dividend on which part of this prof- 
it was based, Insull Utility Invest- 
ments, Inc., was also on the re- 
ceiving end, he testified, so that 
both profited. Stock dividends 
which I. U. I. received from “Corp” 
and from Middle West were put 
down on the I. U. I. books at a 
figure $2,903,895 above the amount 
which the two issuing companies 
charged themselves for issuing it, 
Murphy said. I. U. I.’s profit on 
bookkeeping of this style in 1931 
was $1,885,238, said the accountant.

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STATE 10 CHARGE 
LNDBERGH BABY 
WAS KILLED IN CRB 


New Contention, Authorita- 
tive Source Says, Will 
Be Used in Murder Trial 


of Hauptmann. 


By the Associated Press. 

TRENTON, N. J., Oct. 26—The 
contention that the Lindbergh baby 
was killed before it was __ stolen 
from its crib at Hopewell on the 
night of March 1, 1932, has been 
disclosed as a charge the State will 
make at the trial of Bruno Rich- 
ard Hauptmann. 

This disclosure, from an authori- 
tative source, followed a revelation 
that Dr. John F. Condon, the “Jaf- 
sie” intermediary of the Lindbergh 
case, had identified Hauptmann as 
the man, “John” to whom he paid 
$50,000 in ransom money in a Bronx 
cemetery a month after the kidnap- 
ing. 

Hitherto it had been expected the 
State would simply charge at 
Hauptmann’s trial at Flemington on 
Jan. 2 that the baby had been 
dropped when the ladder broke un- 
der the weight of the kidnaper.

UPEN VERDICT 
IN FATAL SHOOTING 
UF GOLLEGE YOUTH 


Inquest Held in Death of 
William F. Rosenbaum, 
Architecture Student at 
Washington University. 


An open Coroner’s verdict was re- 
turned today in the case of Wil- 
liam F. Rosenbaum, 21-year-old 
Washington University School of 
Architecture senior who was ‘found 
shot to death in his roadster yes- 
terday morning on Geyer road, a 
mile north of Manchester road. The 
inquest was held at Coroner Tier- 
non’s Hospital in Pine Lawn. 

The report ort Dr. Tiernon’s au- 
topsy was included in the evidence 
submitted to the jury. As told yes- 
terday, Dr. Ti.rnon found that 
Rosenbaum was shot above and in 
front of the right ear, the bullet 
emerging from a position slightly 
higher and farther forward on the 
left side of the skull. Three skull 
fractures were attributed by the 
Coroner to the effects of the bullet. 

Coroner’s Discoveries. 

Dr. Tiernon announced he had 
found on the student’s right hand 
deposits of carbon and nitrates, in- 
dicating he had either fired the old 
revolver found n the car or had 
had it in his hand so that the de- 
posit from the weapon was trans- 
ferred to the . nd. The test was 
made by microscopic examination 
and by tests with chemical rea- 
gents. 

A deep bruise on Rosenbaum’s 
forehead might have been caused 
by falling against the _ steering 
wheel, or by a blow from a blunt 
instrument wielded by someone 
else, the Coroner said. He was un- 
able, he added, to trace any of 
the skull fractures to the effects 
of the blow on the forehead.

A national hero of China, Gen. 
Tsai Ting-kai, defender of Shang- 
hai, was the guest yesterday of the 
Chinese colony in St. Louis, which 
accorded him a reception punctu- 
ated by the crackle of hundreds of 
firecrackers. 
No gold braid or silken blouse 
for Gen. Tsai, at 41 a veteran of 
172 battles, under fire 50 times. In- 
stead he wore a blue serge suit; a 
new wrist watch gleamed from his 
wrist; yet a finger was encircled 
by a band of jade, centuries old. 
He drank tea from a wafer-thin 
cup in ceremonial fashion before 
expressing through an interpreter 
an abiding faith in the future of 
the Chinese people, his desire to 
see his country acquire the fruits 
of western civilization without 
marring its ancient culture. 

Cheered on Arrival. 
As the General, former command- 
er of the Nineteenth Route Army 
which achieved international recog- 
nition in the winter of 1932 when it

The mass of the people of China, 
the General said, is in favor of an 
uncompromising policy of resist- 
ance, and shares not only his hatred 
of Japan but of Communists and 
Chinese militarists. 

“But I am a soldier,” the Gen- 
eral observed, “and it is the duty 
of the people to select a ruler who 
will carry out their policies. I feel 
that in five years there will be 
great changes in China, economi- 
cally, educationally and along mil- 
itary lines.” 
The General, son of an obscure 
scholar, a graduate of Wuchow

Contracts Calling for Plant- 
ings 10 to 15 Per Cent 
Below 1932-33 Soon to 
Be Submitted. 


(Copyright, 1934, by the Associated Press.) 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 26. — The 
AAA is expected to seek only half 
as large a cut in next year’s corn 
acreage as it did this year. 

The Farm Administration ar- 
ranged today to submit next year’s 
contract to farmers within two 
weeks. The compact, it was learn- 
ed, will require signers to cut corn 
plantings 10 to 15 per cent below 
the 1932-33 base acreage of 105,500,- 
000. This compares with the 20-30 
per cent cut asked this year. 

The cut in hogs is expected to be 
between 5 and 10 per cent, com- 
pared to this year’s 20 to 25. Most» 
attention is paid to corn curtail- 
ment. Hogs on hand are already 
low, and officials believe they can 
be governed by feed control. 

Should. an overwhelming majori- 
ty of farmers sign next year’s corn 
contracts, and some officials predict 
they will, expectations are that acre- 
age will be reduced to between 90,- 
000,000 and 94,000,000. Production, 
assuming an average yield of about 
25 bushels an acre, would be be- 
tween 2,250,000,000 and 2,350,000,000 
bushels, compared with the aver- 
age of 2,600,000,000. 

Either of these figures would be 
less than the average yearly con- 
sumption of 2,493,000,000 bushels, 


but officials say there will be about 
| 15,000,000 fewer hogs and 10,000,000 
fewer cattle at the beginning of 
‘next year, thus requiring less corn. 
/_They also declare production by 
|farmers who do not sign contracts 
| will probably be stimulated by high- 
/er prices for corn and hogs next 
| summer. 

| The 10 to 15 per cent reduction is 
‘felt to be a proper balancing point 
to compensate for farmers who ex- 
|pand production. This year’s con- 
‘tract signers reduced acreage an 
average of 22 per cent and the to- 
tal cut for the country was about 
| 12 per cent. 

Summing up the situation, offi- 
| cials said “feed requirements, 
‘hence need for feed production, dur- 
|ing the coming year will be under 
'the average of past year, for the 
‘reason that livestock numbers will 
/be relatively small. 

“Thus the corn crop in 1935 can 
| be 12 to 15 per cent smaller than 
‘the average and still supply ade- 
| quately the hog crop and other 
'uses for corn.” 
| Benefit will be paid for 1935 on 
practically the same basis as this 
‘year. The total is expected to be

MEDICAL SOCIETY OPPOSES 
‘COMPROMISE MILK ORDINANCE 


Urges Passage of Standard Measure 
Recommended by U. 8S. Health 
Service. 

' Disapproval of the pending com- 
promise milk control ordinance has 
been voted by the St. Louls Medical 
‘Society in a resolution urging pass- 
‘age instead of the standard milk 


‘ordinance recommended by the’ 
‘United States Public Health Ser-| 
vice. The principal difference be-| 


tween the compromise and the 
standard ordinance is in the provl- 
sion for milk inspection service. 

The society disapproved “any or- 
dinance not guaranteeing an ade- 
quately guarded milk supply.” It 
said the compromise, if enforced, 
would be an advancement in public 
welfare but would not be “the best 
guarantee for public health that is 
obtainable.” Further, it charged, 
the compromise “contains opportu- 
nities for political tampering and 
emasculation.” 

The St. Louis milk supply, the 
society declared, is not up to the 
standard required for the protec- 
tion of public health, and for years 
many physicians have advised 
mothers to boil al] milk or to use 


‘i!canned or dried milk to safeguard 


children’s health. 


GROUP THREATENS HUNGER 
~ STRIKE AT TEXAS CAPITAL 


Men and Women March on Build- 
ing But Disperse on Promise 
of Relief Inquiry.

AUSTIN, Tex., Oct. 26.—A little 
mand of men and women from 
Travis County who threatened to 
starve themselves to death in the

Four Nieces and Nephews 
Allege Papal Countess 
Was of Unsound Mind 
and Unduly Influenced. 


Four nieces and nephews of Mrs. 
Theresa Kulage, a Papal Countess 
who died last May 12, are seeking 
her $2,000,000 estate through a suit 
filed in Circuit Court yesterday to 
contest her will, which left all her 
property to Catholic organizations, 
except $10,000 to 10 relatives. 


Asserting they are her only heirs 
at law, the petitioners allege that 
Mrs, Kulage was of unsound mind 
when the will was made in 1923 
and that she was unduly influenced 
by “others.” Mrs. Kulage was ad- 
judged incapable of managing her 
affairs by Probate Judge Holtcamp 
last April 14 on petition of Mrs. 
Gertrude Scheele Backer, 4103 
Flora place, one of the present 
plaintiffs. 

The other plaintiffs are Mrs. Vin- 
centia Scheele Rehme, 12 Lake 


Forest, Richmond Heights; Dr. Har- 


ry A. Scheele, a dentist, 4068 Mag- 
nolia avenue, and Dr. Mathias 
Scheele, a physician, Dubuque, Ia. 
The four are the surviving children 
of Mrs. Mary Elizabeth Backer 
Scheele, sister of Mrs. Kulage. A 
bequest of $1000 was made to each 
in the will. 
Defendants in Suit. 

The petition, directed against the 
other beneficiaries under the will 
and the Mercantile-Commerce Bank 
& Trust Co. and E. V. P. Schneider- 
hahn, executors, alleges that when 
the will was executed Mrs. Kulage 
was “without sufficient understand- 
ing to know the nature and extent 
of her property and the persons 
who were the natural objects of 
her bounty.” 

Her “aged, weak and infirm” 
condition made her subject to un- 
due influence, the petition con- 
tinues, and “others confused her 
mind and judgment and caused 
the alleged will to be drawn in a 


| Manner and on terms which she 


did not desire.” Mrs Kulage was 
72 years old when she died. 

The petition asks that the will 
be set aside if it is found on trial 
not to be Mrs. Kulage’s true last 
testament. 

Mrs. Kulage willed her estate 
to four Catholic religious and edu- 


cational organizations, after mak- 


|ing specific bequests totaling $99,- 


| 000, all 


to Catholic organizations, 
except the $10,000 to relatives. 

The four equal beneficiaries of 
her residuary estate under the 
will are Rectors of St. Francis 
Xavier (College) Church, St. An- 
thony’s Church and St. Vincent's 
Church and the president of the 
Society of the Divine Word, 
Techny, Ill. 

Half Bequeathed for Masses. 

These beneficiaries were direct- 
ed to spend half for missionaries 
missionary work among heathens 
and half for masses for Mrs. Ku- 
lage, her husband, the late Jo- 
seph J. Kulage, and “all poor souls 
in Purgatory.” 

Archbishop Glennon was to re- 
ceive $500 to be used in a cam- 
paign against public immorality. 
Other specific bequests were to 
more than 20 Catholic organiza- 
tions here and in other parts of 
the country and in Europe. 

Mrs. Kulage inherited much of 
her fortune from her father, Mathi- 
as Backer, a miller, who died in 
1902. Although a recent inventory 
valued her estate at $960,000, it is 
thought to have a much larger ac- 
tual value, since 831-3 shares of 
the Backer Investment Co., inven- 
toried at their par of $1000, are re- 
ported to be worth about $10,000 
each. Oscar Habenicht, one of the 
plaintiffs’ attorneys, is of the opin- 
ion. the estate exceeds 32,000,000. 


WOMAN APPEARS AS SECRET 
BRIDE AT BANKER’S FUNERAL 


Beauty Parlor Operator to Claim 
Share of West Virginia 
Millionaire’s Estate.

HAMLIN, West. Va., Oct 26.— 
Louis R. Sweetland, 75-year-old 
millionaire banker, was buried yes- 
terday and a young beauty parlor 
operator, who said she was his se- 
cret bride, stood by. 

Surrounded by a crowd of 1500 
persons who came from nearby sec- 
tions, while schools and business 
places closed, the woman, the for- 
mer Miss Nellie Stratton of Lo- 
gan, W. Va., sobbed as the fu- 
neral procession moved from the 
Sweetland residence to the ceme- 
tery, a mile away. She was una- 
ble to force her way through the 
throng into the living room of the 
house where lay the body of the 
capitalist, and did not make her 
identity known. Instead, she stood 
in the crowd, then hastened to the 


cemetery. 
The woman, who said she mar- 
ried Sweetland secretly eight 


months ago in Pikeville, Ky., sent 
a large wreath to be placed upon 
the casket. Tuesday afternoon she 
appeared at the Sweetland resi- 
dence in the little farming com- 
munity of Hamlin and viewed the 
body of Sweetland. Then, turning 
to his relatives, she said: “You'd 
be surprised to learn that I’m Mr. 
Sweetland’s bride.” 

Members of Sweetland’s family 
said they knew nothing of his mar- 
riage, while the woman says it was 
known among her friends; that she 
was keeping it secret at his insist- 
nce. Now she plans to claim her 
share of the estate, estimated at

an interview in the county jail. 

She insisted on her complete inno- 


cence. 

She told how she was “treated 
badly” during her married life with 
her crack-pot husband, Thomas H. 
Robinson Jr., hunted as the actual! 
kidnaper of Mrs. Alice Speed Stoll. 

She said’she was pining for her 
5-year-old baby, James. 

In her first interview. Mrs. Rob- 
inson told how her nusband haéc 
threatened her when she pleaded 
with him to release Mrs. Stoll after 
she had delivered the $50,000 ran- 
som money. That was.a week ago 
last Tuesday in Indianapolis. 

“T had a knife with me,” she said. 
“T was prepared to resist going with 
him. 

“IT have always been afraid of my 
husband. From the start of our 
married life he treated me badly. 
When he got mad he would slap me 
around. He is an eccentric and er- 
ratic person.” 


Says She Acted for Family. 


The 100-pound prisoner, indicted 
with her father-in-law, Thomas H. 
Robinson Sr., for aiding young Rob- 
inson in the kidnaping, declared she 
had delivered the $50,000 ransom 
money to her husband from Nash- 
ville to Indianapolis, at the express 
suggestion of representatives of the 
Stoll family and authorities. 
“When did you first hear of the 
kidnaping of Mrs. Stoll?” Mrs. Rob- 
inson was asked. 

“I saw it in the morning paper 
the day after it happened,” she re- 
plied. 

“When did you first know Mrs. 
Stoll was held by your husband?” 
“On Saturday, before her release 
on Tuesday. My husband telephoned 
me from Indianapolis. I was in my 
mother’s home in Nashville.” 
“What were your feelings when 
you heard your husband was the 
kidnaper?” 

“I was shocked beyond descrip- 
tion. Words are inadequate to de- 
scribe my feelings.” 

“Did you feel you wanted to do 
everything possible to aid in the 
recovery of Mrs. Stoll?” 
“Certainly. Of course, I wanted 
to do everything I could.” 


Conference With Family. 


Mrs. Robinson said that following 
a conference attended by represen- 
tatives of the Stoll family and au-| 
thorities it was decided that the 
$50,000 ransom money be given to 
her to deliver to her husband in In- 
dianapolis. 

“I was with my husband when 
he rented the Indianapolis apart- 
ment a few weeks before the kid- 
naping,’ she said. “He used the 
name of Thomas Kennedy. He told 
me he was using a new name be-

She said she was 
driven to Guthrie, Ky., from Nash- 
ville by an attorney representing 
the Stoll family. Then she was 


given the $50,000 ransom money, 
she said. 


Delivery of Ransom Money. 


“It was wrapped in paper and I 
put it in a suitcase,” she said. “I 
was frightened at having so much 
money. I took a train and arrived 
in Terre Haute. Then I took a 
taxicab for Indianapolis and ar- 
rived there at 7 a. m. on Tuesday, 
Oct. 16. I went to a hotel first 
and arrived at the apartment where 
Mrs. Stoll and my husband were at 
9 a. m. 

“I pitched the money on the bed. 
My husband tried to talk to me and 
I wouldn’t pay any attention to him. 
He tried to induce me to go with 
him. But I refused as my only in- 
terest was to get Mrs. Stoll out. 
“He threatened to take me by 
force. He said he was going to tie 
up Mrs. Stoll and leave her behind 
in a closet. I pleaded with him 
but was ready to use my knife on 
him to resist. Finally, he agreed 
to §0 away alone if we would prom- 
ise not to leave the apartment for 
five hours. We agreed. 

“He gave $500 of the ransom 
money to Mrs. Stoll to take care 
of her expenses back to Louisville, 
Mrs. Stoll didn’t have a pocketbook 
so she asked me to take care of ag 
Conversation With Mrs. Stoll.

OFFENSE IT OUGHT 


T0 BE, JUDGE SAYS 


Faris Comments on Charges 
in Income Tax Evasion 
Suit, in Overruling De- 


murrers. 


With the pointed remark that if 


the act charged “is not a criminal, 


offense it ought to be, and I think 
it is,” Federal Judge Faris yester- 
day overruled demurrers filed in 
behalf of eight former officials of 
aviation corporations under indict- 
ment for alleged conspiracy to 
evade income tax of $201,225. 

The demurrers sought dismissal 
of the charges on the ground that 
the device by which the Univer- 
sal Aviation Corporation and the 
Aviation Corporation undertook to 
save themselves from tax on prof- 
its of $2,248,000 from a stock trans- 
action in 1929 was within their 
legal rights and did not constitute 
an offense against the laws of the 
United States. 

The defendants are Dan W. 
Jones, Halsey Dunwoody and 
George B. Schierberg of St. Louis; 


and William Dewey Loucks, Gra- 

ham B. Grosvenor, A. O. Cushny, 

Frederick J. King and Alex H. 

Beard of New York. At the time of 

the transaction which is the basis 
of the Government's charge, Jones 

was president of Universal Avia- 
tion Corporation, Dunwoody was 
executive vice-president and Schier- 
berg was treasurer. Grosvenor was 
president of Aviation Corporation, 

Cushny was treasurer, King was 

auditor, Loucks, a lawyer, was a 

director and member of the exec- 

utive committee, and Beard was 
vice-president. 
Details of Stock Deal. 

The indictment is based on sale 
of 50,000 snares of stock of Fokker 
Aircraft Corporation of America by 
Universal to the Aviation Corpor- 
ation on May 16, 1929 at a profit of 
$2,248,000. Later that year Aviation 
Corporation acquired more than 95 
per cent of the stock of Universal, 
which made the two companies af- 
filiated corporations for the pur- 
poses of income tax returns and re- 
lievd them of liability for tax on 
profits of intercompany transac- 
tions, 

The indictment charges that after 
the acquisition of Universal by Avi- 
ation, a new contract was entered 
into to make the Fokker stock 
transaction appear to be a loan ar- 
rangement with the stock posted as 
collateral and Aviation having the 
option to purchase. By this device, 
it is charged , the records were 
made to show the actual purchase 
by Aviation took place after the 
two corporations had become affil- 
iated. 

“Sham” Contract. 

In a memorandum of his oral 
opinion, Judge Faris conceded that 
a taxpayer might legally take any 
lawful steps to avoid bringing him- 
self into a situation where he would 
be liable to a tax, but as he viewed 
it the indictment charged that aft- 
er consummation of the deal creat- 
ing the tax liabili:.. the defendants 
sought by a “sham” contract to 
avoid that liability. 

“If the simple bald fact that Uni- 
versal made a profit of more than 
$2,000,000 in May,” he said, “but 
that afterward, in August of the 
Same year, it became so far an af- 
filiate of Aviation as to constitute 
the sale to Aviation an intercom- 
pany deal, would lawfully relieve 
from taxes, then po legal reason ex- 
isted to cover up the true situation 
by a sham subsequent contract and 
by false entries in the books and 
minutes of the two companies. ... 
It seems clear to me that technical- 
ly an offense is pleaded. ... 

“I am not able to see how a tax- 
payer, after finally consummating 
a sale in which there is a taxable 
profit, attempt to rescind such fully 
consummated sale and then ‘doc- 
tor’ his books and minutes and 
records, so as to show a wholly 
false situation. 

“While the case is unique in legal 
annals, it is yet so shot through 
with immoral trickery, that if it is 
not a criminal offense, it ought to 
be, and I think it is.” His reference, 
of course, was to tne state of facts 
alleged in the indictment and sub- 
ject to determination at the trial 
set for next Monday.

Profit-Sharing Farm System 
Ordered by Mussolini in Move 
To Provide Jobs and Feed Hungry 


Calls for Distribution of a Returns 
and Produce on Percentage Basis and 
Hiring of More Workers. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, Oct. 26.—Italy’s farmers 
will divide their profits on a per- 
centage basis under an economic 
program advanced today by Pre- 
mier Mussolini. By it he hopes to 
settle Italy’s agricultural problems 
and feed thousands of farmers and 
their families, now on enforced di- 
ets. 


Newspapers said the plans were 
in line with recent indications by 


Mussolini that the problem of dis- 
tribution of wealth would be solved 
to end the condition of misery and 
hunger in the midst of abundance. 

The profit-sharing measure is one 
of several enacted recently asa 
part of his system of planning. It 
is expected to allow the placing of 
unemployed farm workers and to 
insure, through a centralized part 
payment in produce, that all ‘the 
hungry will be fed. The system con- 
templates equal distribution of 
work with elimination of overtime 
work and farm labor by women and 
children. Provisions have been 
worked out to move unemployed 
farm workers from regions over- 
supplied with labor to sparsely set- 
tled districts. 


Diversification Campaign.

The plan also was said to be a 
means of carrying out Mussolini’s 
recent order to “give the greatest 
amount of work possible, with the 
greatest assurance of permanence, 
to the greatest possible number of 
workers.” 

It was explained officially that 
an object of the system is to “‘trans- 
form Italy’s system of agricultural 
management to one general, family 
and collective participation (in 
profits) and to reduce the number 
of laborers (non-profit sharing) to 
the absolute minimum.” 

Wherever the necessary’ condi- 
tions exist the profit-sharing ar- 
rangements are to become effec- 
tive imediately. Extra help is to 
be taken in wherever possible, to be 
paid on a share basis. Introduc- 
tion of the program plan will be 
delayed in some provinces where 
Syndicates are not sufficiently 
well established, and not yet em- 
powered to impose regulations on 
proprietors.

Charges Marshal ‘Squand- 
ered’ 400,000 Lives at 
Passchendaele to Satisfy 
‘Insane Egotism.’

LONDON, CGct. 26.—An attack on 
the late Field Marshal Earl Haig, 
Commander-in-Chief of the British 
forces in the later stages of the 
war, especially for his conduct of 
the operations at Passchendaele in 


late 1917, is contained in the fourth 
volume of memoirs of David Lloyd 
George, War Premier of Great 
Britain, published today. 

Passchendaele has peculiar sig- 
nificance to Canada, for Canadian 
troops were thrown into the breach 
there and Passchendaele was fi- 
nally taken, but with heavy losses. 

Lloyd George declares 400,000 
British lives wer2 “squandered” in 
the Passchendaele quagmire in or- 
der to satisfy the “vanity and in- 
sane egotism” of Haig who, accord- 
ing to Lloyd George, wilfully and 
skillfully misled the War Cabinet, 
withholding facts which would 
have prevented the futile destruc- 
tion. 

After promising there would be 
no heavy losses, Haig gambled on 
the chance that the Germans would 
break, rather than confess his fail- 
ure to the politicians who had de- 
posed Sir John French for a less 
stupendous error of judgment at 
Loos, says Lloyd George. (At Loos 
in 1915 no ground was gained but 
the British suffered heavy losses.)

and Great Britain it was unable to 
ask Mauchukuo to modify a pro- 
posed oil monopoly program and 
advised them to <pproach the Man- 
chukuan Government directly. 
(Neither Washington nor London 
recognized Manchukuo, Japanese- 
sponsored “independent” state.) 
Representations had been made 
to Tokio by the two countries, along 
with the Netherlands, alleging the 
monopoly would violate the nine- 
Power treaty and the “open door” 
pelicy and work serious hardships 
on foreign oil companies. 

The Foreign Office, in the sum- 
mary made public today, said Ja- 
pan’s position was outlined in in- 
formal notes’ handed the Anglo- 
American Embassies nearly three 
months ago. 

Japan asserted the measures 
would not violate the “open door.” 
Earlier in the day a spokesman for 
the Foreign Office had said the 
nine-Power treaty, guaranteeing the 
“open door” in China, was “inap- 
plicable to Manchukuo.” 

“Various pledges made by Jap- 
anese and Manchukuan leaders to 
maintain the open door in Man- 
churia were unilateral declarations 
lacking the binding force of treat- 
ies,” he continued, “and hence may 
be withdrawn at any time.” 

“Since foreign Powers do not 
recognize the independence of Man- 
chukuo, insisting it is still a part 
of China, their representations 
logically should have been made to 
Nanking.”

TOSSING THE BALL BACK AND FORTH. 


The President’s address to the bankers on Wednes- 
day night was couched in general terms. It left the 
way open for any policies which the administration 
may care to adopt with respect to budget balancing, 
relief expenditures, taxes, stabilization of the dol- 
lar in relation to foreign currencies, and other press- 
ing financial problems. In effect, the President read 
a lecture to the bankers, telling them to be more 
liberal in their lending to private industry. The 
President said: 

Just as it is to be expected that the banks will 
resume their responsibility and take up the bur- 
den that the Government has assumed through 
its credit agencies, so I assume and expect that 
private business generally will be financed by 
the great credit resources which the present 
liquidity of banks makes possible. 

Here was a clear challenge to the banks. The Pres- 
ident did not say in terms that the banks had not 
been co-operating with the Government in its re- 
covery efforts, but his hearers must have recalled 
his previous implication—in a radio address—to that 
effect. Questioned after Wednesday’s address, some 
of the bankers said the speech was “wonderful,” but 
the great majority preferred not to comment for pub-

berforce urging him to carry on his work 
against slavery. He preached, from three 
to five sermons every day until near the 
close of his life; rising at 4 and preach- 
ing at 5 in the morning, in order that 
laboring men might hear. 

He rode horseback from the south of 
England up into Scotland and went at 
least once into Ireland. He contrived to 
translate the Greek testament as he rode 
from place to place. He was unfortunate 
‘in his marriage, and when he heard of 
his wife’s death, said: “That woman has 
shortened my life 20 years.” 

Tennyson lived to be 84 and wrote 
“Crossing the Bar” not long before his 
death. So “Life Begins at 40” and “in- 
creases at 60” are good maxims, but I am 
not discouraged at 81. 

“Madan looketh upon his little one as a 
being of better hope; in himself ambition 
is dead: but it hath a resurrection in his 
son.” I have four sons of whom I am 
proud. The oldest is past 51. I have 
six grandsons, the oldest 26. But ambi. 
tion is not yet dead in me. I hope my 
sons and grandsons will all outrun me, 
but I am still in the race.

Earphones at the Auditorium. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE Municipal Auditorium and Com-

The manager of the Auditorium, to 
whom I complained in writing, answers 
me as follows: “Our arrangement is that 
we leave it to the decision of our lessee 
as to whether he wishes earphones in- 
stalled or not, as there is a slight charge 
to him for necessary cost involved. In 
the case of the opera, the management 
of the opera turned down the expense for 
earphones.” 

In other words, the deaf and the near- 
deaf are depending upon the lessee—often 
an outsider—for these earphones.

An obvious objection to the act is that it singles 
out an industry and asks it to do what no other in- 
dustry is asked to do. The act was one of those 
pieces of ill-considered legislation put through in 
the closing hours of the last session of Congress. In 
signing the bill, President Roosevelt expressed doubt 
of its soundness. 

The railroad industry is already in trouble and 
unable to assume any further burden. It is now be- 
fore the Interstate Commerce Commission asking 
for higher rates for the purpose of meeting its ob- 
ligations. To seek to exact pensions of the railroads 
in any such summary fashion as that followed by 
Congress was to pick on a cripple. 

As a matter of fact, an emergency confronts the 
industry. The seriousness of its situation has been 
fully brought out in the application for higher freight 
rates. In June, July and August, 1933, railway net 
operating income was $185,000,000. In the same peri- 
od this year, because of increases in wages and de- 
cline in traffic, the income of the roads was only 
$117,000,000. This was a decrease of 37 per cent. 
Many of the roads would not now be able to operate 
their equipment were it not for the financial aid 
they are receiving from the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation. The Pension Act would add upward of 
$70,000,000 to their costs. 

It is expected that the new Congress will aid the 
railroads by bringing truck lines under control. 
There is a far better feeling toward the industry at 
the moment than for some years past.. Public resent- 
ment against some of the practices of the railroads 
and the bankers who control them made it difficult 
for the country to realize that all is not so rosy with 
the industry as in the days when railroad transporta- 
tion enjoyed a monopoly. 

The appointment of Joseph B. Eastman as Trans- 

portation Co-ordinator has had a rationalizing effect. 
Long a member of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, Mr. Eastman is acutely aware of the plight of 
the railroads. He is cognizant of the great disadvan- 
tage at which they have been placed by new forms of 
transport, as he is conscious of the unfairness to 
a regulated industry of letting so much of its compe- 
tition go unregulated. 
The railroads, as we have so many times said, ren- 
der an indispensable service, They are unique in this 
respect. They must be preserved, and it is encour- 
aging to observe that Washington realizes this. 
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THE SHAKING OF HANDS. 
Italy is going to abolish the handshake. Signor 
Starace, secretary of the Fascist party, has written 
a peppery piece about it. He says the handshake is 
a jungle gesture. He drags out that mean, yellow- 
fanged word—atavistic. A handshaker, he tells us, 
is a fellow to be regarded with suspicion.

Live or die, 
sink or swim, survive or perish, it is not going to 
churn the cosmos. But there is a kindred greeting 
that merits swift, retributive attention. We refer, of 
course, to that last pale rose of chivalry’s summer— 
kissing the hand. Here is a rite that may not be 
exactly prevalent—at least in the average man’s set.

Recovery Laws Go to Court 


Present session of U. S. Supreme Court, in which various recovery laws will be passed 
upon, is viewed as probably most vital since Civil War; Government has won 
most of NRA and AAA cases in lower courts; Judges disagree, however, for 
rulings are cited upholding Recovery Act and others calling it unconstitutional.

HE New Deal is at the bar of the Su- 
T preme Court of the United States. 

Two cases involving the constitutionality 
of the National Industrial Recovery Act and 
the petroleum code set up under it are on 
the calendar of this, the one hundred and 
forty-fifth, year of our highest tribunal. 
Two petitions for writs of certiorari—one 
involving the abrogation of the gold clause 
in contracts and the other the constitution- 
ality of the Government’s seizure of gold— 
also are on the docket. Before the court’s 
year has ended, next June, there is every 
reason to expect that still other phases of 
the Roosevelt design for recovery will have 
found their way to final adjudication. 

Not since the Civil War, perhaps, have 
matters of more vital or more general con- 
cern come before the court. And not in 
many years has there been closer study of 
the decisions in lower courts affecting the 
principles and practices at issue. 

Already, the Supreme Court has passed 
upon two cases involving the theory of emer- 
gency—the Nebbia milk case from New York 
and the Minnesota mortgage moratorium 
legislation. The constitutionality of the en- 
actments was upheld in both instances, und 
Associate Justice Owen J. Roberts added: 
“With the wisdom of policy adopted, with 
the adequacy or practicability of the !aw 
enacted to forward it, the courts are both 
incompetent and unauthorized to deal.” 

The issue of constitutionality thus has 
been drawn squarely, and it is upon this 
that the outcome will turn. An impressive 
body of judicial opinion exists from which 
inferences regarding the outcome are being 
drawn.

According to the United States Law Week, 
published in Washington, 76 per cent of the 
trial cases involving the NRA and the 
AAA had been won by the Government, up 
to Sept. 27. Cases instituted under the NRA 
and the AAA numbered 232. 

An analysis made by the Litigation Divi- 
sion of the NRA of 174 cases passed upon 
Since the NIRA was put to court tests 
shows that most of the Judges who handed 
down written opinions either expressed sym.’ 
pathy with the program sponsored by the 
President or found no constitutiona] ebjec- 
tion. Only two Judges of the cases studied 
even suggested that the deleyation of power 
to the President by NIRA was unlawful. 

Judge Charles I. Dawson, in the case of 
the Hart Coal Corporation vs. Sparks, in 
Kentucky, after stressing the illegality of «he 
powers to regulate business conferred upon 
the national Government by the act, remark- 
ed that, even if the powers sought to be 
used were constitutional, “the act would he 
be an unconstitutional delegation of that 
power to the President, as it sets up no 
Standards to guide him in carrying out the 
legislative policy and will expressed.”’ 

Judge John P. Barnes, in the case of the 
Irma Hat Co. vs. the Loca! Retail Code 
Authority of Chicago, declared: “The court 
is strongly inclined to the opinion that the 
National Industrial Recovery Act is an un- 
constitutional and invalid delegation of legis- 
lative power to the President, but, because 
of lack of precedent and opportunity to con- 
fer, refrains from so ordering.” 

No such doubts were entertained by the 
other courts which passed upon thig phase. 


Judge Samuel H. Sibley, of the Fifth Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals, said, in the case of 
Ryan vs. Amazon Petroleum Corporation: 

“The delegation to the President of pow- 
er... is not seriously attacked. Such a 
thing often has been done under varying 
forms of language ... While Congress can- 
not abdicate legislative power, it may make 
large delegations of it ... Congress, we}! 
knowing that the President could not per- 
sonally do all that was put on him, author- 
ized him to select someone to do the busi- 
ness instead of itself appointing such a one. 
We know of nothing to forbid it. The regula- 
tions made by the secretary stand as though 
Congress had directly authorized him to 
make them.” 

Justice Joseph W. Cox of the Supreme 
Court of the District of Columbia, in the 
case of Southern Petroleum vs. Ickes, de- 
clared: “Here we are facing a national 
emergency, declared to exist by the legisla- 
tive department, which has invested the 
President with power and authority to mect 
it. Every presumption is in favor of the 
validity of the authority granted to the 
President.”

Judge J. D. Moore, in the case of the 
State of Texas vs. the Standard Oil Co., 
made this observation: “If Congress be- 
lieved 43 years ago that unrestricted compe- 
tition would ‘foster and promote’ interstate 
commerce, and now believes, following a 
different economic theory, that restricted, 
agreed competition, supervised by Govern- 
ment authority, will foster or promote inter- 
state commerce, no constitutional question 's 
presented arising from the adoption of one 
economic theory as against the other.” 

The character of the emergency was look- 
ed upon by Judge E. Marvin Underwood of 
Georgia as justifying national action under 
the commerce clause. In the case of Rich- 
mond Hosiery Mills vs. Camp, he declared: 

“In the national emergency, the situation 
has to be looked upon as a whole. The 
transactions of an industry, or of a single 
unit, or of a fractional part or single pro- 
cess of such unit, could not be examined with 
the technical nicety of scientific analysis in 
an economic vacuum, to determine whethor 
they were interstate or intrastate .. .” 

Judge E. Calvin Chestnut, in the case of 
the United States vs. Mills, in Maryland 
rejected this doctrine, and because he be- 
lieved the acts of the individual] defendant 
only slightly affected interstate commerce 
held the Government could not enjoin him, 

The position of the Government was: “The 
entire effect cannot be controlled without 
controlling each of the units from which it 
comes.” Judge Moore, in the Texas case al- 
ready cited, had approved this principle. He 
said: “The President has not found that one 
operating a filling station is engaged in in- 
terstate commerce, but merely that the 
unfair methods pursued at hundreds of fill- 
ing stations throughout the United States 
— cies interstate commerce.”

tration terminated on election day, 
1932. 

“From that time, deprived of 
popular support, tnwarted by a hos- 
tile and inflexible Congress, denied 
the co-operation of the incoming 
administration, it was powerless to 
influence the course of events.” 
By this time, the first phase of 
the problem—that of cushioning the 
fall—was over, Mills said. The sec- 
ond, or recovery phase, was at 
hand. 

“All that was needed,” Mills ie- 
clared, “to make success complete 
was a recovery program soundly 
conceived and fearlessly carried 
out.” 

“An artificial Structure.” 


But, he said, the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration dwelt more on re- 
formation than on recovery. 
“The heart of the entire situa- 
tion,” he continued, “is Government 
spending. Deliberately or uncon- 
sciously, an artificial structure has 
been created which is wholly de- 
pendent on Government credit. 

This “artificial activity,” he 
added, “does not compensate for 
the normal activity and employ- 
ment that would take place were it 
not for the disturbance and uncer-

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CE BOX CAKES SIMPLE 
AND POPULAR DESSERT 


Chocolate, Pineapple and 
Orange Are Winners for 
Flavor and Appearance. 


Unknown a few years ago, icebox 
cakes have become one of our most 
popular desserts because they <re 
so easy to make, so good to look 
at and so delicious to the taste. 
One of their greatest points of 
popularity is the fact that they 
need no baking—only the waiting 
period in the icebox—and may be 
made the day before they are to be 
used. 

There are two types of these 
cakes, those made with custard 
and cake or cookies, and _ those 
made with whipped cream, cake or 
cookies. The fillings may be va- 
ried widely and the flavorings as 
well for sponge cake, lady fingers, 
ginger wafers, chocolate, sugar or 
vanilla cookies may all be used for 


the “main” part and the filling may 
be plain cream or custard or a 
fruit mixture of either one, or choc- 
plate, coffee, maple, etc. 

Because they are a rather sub- 
stantial dessert they should be 
served after a comparatively light 
meal, and since they are rather 
rich, small servings are better than 
large ones. 

The following recipes will prove 
how good this simple dessert can 
be. Some of them, we hope, will 
be new to you. All of them are 
winners in flavor and appearance, 

Pineapple Icebox Cake. 

Pineapple icebox cake: For six 
servings allow 24 thin vanilla wa- 
fers, one-half pint cream, six table- 
spoons powdered sugar, one No. 1 


can crushed pineapple and one 
teaspoon lemon juice. Whip the 
cream until thick but not = stiff 
enough to hold its shape, Beat in 
the sugar, then stir in the pine- 
apple, well drained, and the lemon 
juice. Spread six of the cookies 
with a layer of the cream filling, 
and build up each serving until 
there are four cookies in each one, 
spreading each with the cream 
filling. Garnish the top. with 
chopped nuts and place the cakes 
in the refrigerator for 12 hours or 


longer. Substitute crushed fresh or 
canned peaches, strawberries or 
rapsberries for the pineapple to 
vary the flavor. 
Chocolate Icebox Cake. 
Chocolate Icebox Cake: * Mix 


one-half cup cocoa with one cup 
sugar and two tablespoons  corn- 
starch. Add two cups scalded milk 
and cook over a slow fire, stirring 
constantly, for 8 minutes or until 
thickened and boiling. Remove 
from the fire, add one teaspoon va- 
inilla and cook. When almost cold 
add one-half cup whipped cream. 
Cut a small sponge cake in thin 
strips. Line the bottom of a bread 
pan with the cake, spread with a 
layer of the filling, cover with a 
layer of cake and repeat layers of 
filling and cake until all are used 
up. Place in the refrigerator over 
night. Turn out and pipe whipped 
cream over the cake with a pastry 
tube. Cut diagonally in slices for 
serving. Serves eight. 
Orange Ice Box Cake. 

Orange Ice Box Cake: Soak two 
tablespoons plain gelatine in one- 
fourth cup orange juice for 5 min- 
uptes, then stir over hot water un- 
til the gelatine is dissolved. Add 
one-third cup sugar, one-half cup 
boiling water and three-fourths cup 
orange juice and let the mixture 
cool until it begins to thicken. Beat 
until foamy, then stir in one cup 
heavy cream whipped until stiff. 
Line the bottom of a round pan 
with lady fingers cut in half, spread 
with a thick layer of the filling, add 
another layer of lady fingers, the 
rest of the filling and a third layer 
of lady fingers. Thin slices of 
sponge cake may be used instead of 
the lady fingers. Let stand in the 
ice box for at least 12 hours, then 
turn out, garnish with diced sweet 
oranges or sections of orange 
dipped in honey. Cut in slices for 
serving. Serves eight.

Two cups prunes. 

three-fourths cup crushed canned 
pineapple. 

Two tablespoons lemon juice. 
One-half cup water. 

One cup granulated sugar. 

Boil prunes 15. minutes in suffici- 
ent water to cover, and cut into 
pieces. Combine with pineapple, 
lemon juice and sugar, and boil 
until thic’’ about 25 minutes. Stir 
frequently to prevent burning. Pour 
into glasses and when cool seal with 
paraffin. This is sufficient for four 


glasses.

MEAT LOAF POPULAR, 
ECONOMICAL DISt 


Must Be Tender, Juicy and 
Skillfully Seasoned to Be 
Really Good. 


There are a good many reasons 
why meat loaf should enter the food 
picture on frequent occasions. 

fly be really good, a meat loaf 

ust be tender, juicy, cut into 
vane with reasonable ease, and be 
skillfully seasoned so that it doesn’t 
taste like every-day meat loaf. 

It’s an economical dish for it util- 
izes cuts of meat which might oth- 
erwise be less than tender, but 
which on grinding become extreme- 
ly tender and palatable. Economy 
is evident for a second reason, too, 
that one pound of meat may be 
extended by use of crumbs and eggs 
to serve five to six people. 

Another advantage of this old 
meat favorite is its adaptability to 
a second and third appearance on 
the table. Served hot once, cold 
sliced another time and in either a 
hot or cold sandwich a third time 
it will not become monotonous, All 
kinds of good sauces may be pre- 
pared to give zest and interest to 
cold loaves, such as horseradish 
sauce, tomato sauce and mushroom 
sauce. 

The factors that make for success 
in a loaf are a good meat combina- 
tion, fine well moistened crumbs 
and enough eggs to hold the mix- 
ture together. The seasonings will 
vary with the choice of meat. 

Various Soups Used for Liquid. 

Tomato, vegetable or mushroom 
soups may be used for the liquid 
instead of milk. Cooked rice, cooked 
oatmeal, mashed navy or 


crisp cereal make equally good cer- 
eals to add to the meat. 

Strips of bacon or salt pork over 
the top of the loaf keep it nice and 
juicy and add flavor to the meat 
as does tomato sauce.

The selection of just the right 
kind of dessert will often make 
the simplest home dinner a com- 
plete success, while a _ carelessly 
chasen one may just as quickly 
spoil it.

NY couple reaching a golden 
| wedding celebration should cer- 

tainly have the best possible 
kind of a cake with which to cele- 
prate. The following recipe for a 
rich golden colored pound cake, 
covered with orange-flavored and 
gold-colored icing and decorated 
with a large “gold” wedding ring, 
in which stand bride and groom 
dolls dressed in costumes of 50 
years ago, is certainly appropriate. 
The cake should be baked in a large 
spring mold that is five inches deep 
and about 10 inches in diameter, 

Golden Wedding Cake. 
Cream one pound butter until very 
soft, then gradually work in one 
pound powdered sugar, adding it a 
little at a time. Next add the yolks 
of six eggs and beat to a smooth 
cream. Stir in one and one-half 
cups milk, then add three and one- 
half cups sifted cake flour mixed 
with one-half teaspoon powdered 
mace, one-half teaspoon salt and 
four teaspoons baking powder. 
When the batter is smooth, add the 
stiffly beaten whites of six eggs 
and fold over and over until the 
mixture is thoroughly blended. Pour 
into the greased cake pan and bake 
in a moderate oven—350 degrees— 
for one and one-half hours. When 
done, remove from the oven and let 
stand until amost cold, then re- 
move the sides of the pan and 
carefully slide the cake onto a wire 
rack to dry and become thoroughly 
cold.

the United States Department of 
Agriculture. And this is why: 

One of many discoveries about 
foods in the last few years has to 
do with the coloring. In the green 
leaves and stems of plants, in the 
yellow roots, also in the yellow 
fruits, is a yellow pigment called 
carotene. Now it is discovered that 
carotene, in the animal body, turns 
into vitamin A. When cows have 
good green pasture and good hay all 
winter, their milk is rich in vitamin 
A. When hens have plenty of green 
foods, the yolks of their eggs are 
richer in vitamin A, So we get vita- 
min A both ways, because we eat 
both vegetable and animal foods. 

When we eat green or yellow veg- 
| etables—and certain red ones—we 
| get carotene, which turns into vita- 
| min A, probably in the liver. When 
we drink milk or eat eggs or but- 
ter or liver, or salmon, we get vita- 
min A itself, made from the caro- 
tene in the green food of the cow 
| or the hen, the calf or the pig or 
| the lamb or the fish, as the case 
may be. 

Function of Vitamin A. 
And it is fortunate for us-that we 


get it from more than one source. 


Without vitamin A we would be in 
a very bad way indeed—with infec- 
tions of nose, throat, eyes, ears 
sinuses, and in fact all the linings 
of the various glands and internal 


ing with grated cheese), creamed 
potatoes and raw carrot sticks 
would be good and also cheap. And 
you might add, if you cared to, 
pumpkin pie for dessert. 

But that is only one meal. Fora 
steady diet, at least one green or 
yellow vegetable every day, say the 
specialists, is needed to provide you 
with the carotene necessary to keep 
up your supply of vitamin A, 

Recipes. 
Stuffed Peppers. 

Six green or sweet red peppers. 

One cup rice. 

-A little fat. 

Two and one-half cups meat 
stock. 

One tablespoon finely chopped 
onion. 

Pepper and salt. 

One-quarter pound cheese, flaked 
or grated. 

Cut off the stem ends of the pep- 
pers, remove the seeds, boil the 
pepper shells five minutes in light- 
ly salted water and drain. Wash 
the rice, drain and dry. Brown in 
fat, add the meat stock, cover, and 
cook until rice is tender. Add the 
onion, pepper and salt and cheese. 
Mix well. Fill the pepper shells, 
place in a pan with a little water. 
Bake in a moderate oven (350 de- 
grees Fahrenheit) until the stuffing 
is hot and the peppers are tender. 

Sweet Potatoes and Salt Pork. 

Bake the potatoes and mash them, 
season with hot milk and salt. Crisp 
small pieces of salt pork and beat 
them into the mashed sweet pota- 
toes. Brown in the oven. Instead 
of salt pork, use raisins, if desired, 
or currants, or nuts, and serve the 
potatoes on the half shell. Use a 
little more salt and some fat in the 


potato if salt pork is not used. 

Baked Carrots and Apples. 
Scrape the carrots and split them 
if they are large. Pare and core the 
apples and place them in a baking 


organs of the body. To put it in sci- 


entific language, “the function of 
vitamin A in the human body is to 
maintain the integrity of the epithe- 
lial tissues’—and those tissues are 
linings. As an extra protection for 
them we give to the children and 
often to ourselves, likewise, either 
cod-liver or halibut-liver oil, which 
are exceedingly rich in vitamin A 
that comes apparently from caro- 
tene in the green sea plants the 
fishes eat. 

In green leaves, the yellow color 
of the carotene seems lost in the 
green, but it is there. So in the red 
pepper, or the tomato, it seems lost 
in the red. But it is there, as you 
know if you hav2 ever mixed paints. 
In the yellow squash, of course, the 
pumpkin, carrot, yellow turnip and 
sweetpotato, the yellow stands out 
for itself. 

The green and the yellow vege- 
tables have other food values, of | 
course. They furnish other vita- 


because they help to keep the bal- 
ance between the acid and the alka- 
line foods we eat—the green and 
the vellow vegetables are non-acid, 
or alkalin-forming foods. They also 
furnish bulk, which the digestive 
tract demands. But right now, 
with winter coming on, it is very 
well to remember that the vegeta- 
bles rich in carotene keep your lin- 
ings in good condition, and help 
you to avoid colds or other infec- 
tions that attack those parts of the 
body in particular. 

Vitamins in Potatoes and Greens. 

But now to go to the kitchen. 
When you serve white potatoes and 
greens, you are getting good _ re- 
turns for your money, because you 
have in that combination all the 
vitamins, especially vitamins A and | 
B, and several minerals, particular- | 
ly calcium and iron. Not all you 
need of each for the day, but a, 


good start in that direction. When | 
you serve sweet potatoes and 
greens, you get the same _ food 


values, but more of vitamin A and 
a little less iron than you get in the 
white potato combination. It is not | 
economical to serve white potatoes | 
and sweet potatoes at the same) 
meal, because in those two you get | 
so many of the same food values. | 
But you are not duplicating too | 
much if you serve either kind of | 
potatoes with carrots or turnips. 
Cook them in different ways, of 
course, to look more _  inviting— 
baked potatoes and diced carrots or 
turnips, say; or creamed potatoes 
with raw carrot sticks. 

Carrots are the best of all the 
yellow vegetables for carotene and 
hence vitamin A. Squash comes 
next, then pumpkin and yellow tur- 
nips. 

Among the leafy vegetables, the 
greener they are the more carotene. 
New, green cabbages are a better 
source than the whiter heads. Col- 


lards are good, and they are a 
standby in the South all winter. 
Turnip greens, too, are hardy 


enough to grow well into the win- 
ter. 

The pepper family is a _ good 
source of carotene and also of 
vitamins B and C. Green peppers 
and red veppers are equally good. | 

Vitamin A Dinner. | 

So what shall we have for a vita- 

min A dinner? Stuffed peppers

Griffith laughed 
off such a sale, however, until Yaw- 
key called him to New York a few 
days ago and made a new offer. 
Last night Griffith returned from 
New York, telepnoned Cronin and 
with his consent closed the deal.. 

“It was not the tremendous cash 
which prompted the deal,” asserted 
Griffith as he announced the trade 
today. 

“The deal that sends Cronin to 
Boston as manager of the Red Sox 
was practically of his own choice. 
All negotiations pending the deal 
were conducted with his full knowl- 
edge and co-operation. 

“When Mr. Yawkey first made me

NEW YORK, Oct. 26.—The deter- 
mination of the Boston Red Sox 
to build an American League pen- 
nant winner, regardless of the cost, 
is emphasized by the purchase of 
Joe Cronin, Washington shortstop 
and manager. 

The Boston club, controlled by 
Tom Yawkey, millionaire lumber- 
man of South Carolina and New 
York, has already spent close to 
$500,000 for player material in two 
years, if the reputed price of $125,- 
000 for Cronin is corect. 

A year ago the Red Sox paid 
about $150,000 to the Athletics for 
the services of Lefty Grove, Rube 
Walberg and Max Bishop. They 
several young stars from the Yan- 
kees, including Bill Werber and Lyn 
Lary, who figures in the deal for 
Cronin. Fancy prices also were 
paid for some minor league talent, 
including Fred Ostermueller, south- 
paw pitcher. 

The Cronin deal, although it does 
not involve as much as the pur- 
chase of Babe Ruth by. the Yankees 
from Boston, nevertheless ranks 
with the biggest and most sensa- 
tional in recent years. The Chica- 
go Cubs paid over $100,000 for Rog® 
ers Hornsby’s release from the 
Boston Braves in 1928, in addition 
to turning over five players val- 
ued at $50,000. The Cubs also paid 
$125,000 in cash for Chunck Klein of 
the Phillies a year ago. The price 
tag on Al Simmons, sold by the 
Athletic to the White Sox, was 
around $100,000, with Mule Haas 
and Jimmie Dykes included in the 
deal. 

Although Ruth’s cash cost to the 
Yankees in 1919 was around $135,- 
000, the deal involved far more 
than that inasmuch as Col. Jacob 
Ryppert, the New York owner, took 
over a mortgage on the Boston ball 
park as part of the transaction.

til 1912, with his father, Prince 
Chun, acting as regent while Pu Yi 
listlessly toddled about the palace 
playing with toys. The Manchu dy- 
nasty already was well on _ the 
downward path when he became 
Emperor, and when he was 6 the 
revolutionary forces under Dr. Sun 
Yat Sen deposed him. 

At first there was little change in 
his material condition, for the Chi- 
nese revolutionaries treated him 
much more gently than most de- 
posed monarchs are treated. The 
royal family and a retinue of nobles 
were allowed to retain their titles 
and residence in the royal palace, 
with the understanding they would 
be treated generally as foreign sov- 
ereigns. A large portion of Peking, 
Imperial City, was set off for their 
absolute use, and an allowance 
made for their support. 

But there was trouble even in 
the little kingdom. In 1931 Prin- 
cess Chun, mother of Pu Yi, 
committed suicide by taking opium. 
The rumor was that her suicide 
may have been forced, because of a 
disagreement with Dowager Em- 
press Chin Fei over whom Pu Yi 
should marry. And for the first 
time since leaving the throne, Pu 
Yi appeared in public,-at 16 years 
old. 

Later there was more trouble over 
his matrimonial affairs, when he 
wanted to marry the daughter of a 
Manchu noble, and did marry her, 
but compromised with his royal rela- 
tives by making a “state marriage” 
with the daughter of a wealthier 
Manchu, the wife of his own choice 
taking secondary place in the house- 
hold. 

In 1925 the officials of the Chi- 
nese republic decided it was rather 
silly to retain an imperial court in 
a republic, made Pu Yi sign a new 
abdication, stripped him of his 
palace and titles, the most of his 
allowance. He took refuge in the 
Japanese legation, and until this 
year, when Japan elevated him to 
the throne of Manchuria, was under 
the protection of. Japan. 

The former King Alfonso XIII of 
Spain, now in exile, was born a 
King, his father having died before 
his birth, and had scarcely a mo- 
ment of peace during his entire 
reign. He was the frequent targot 
for assassins, who shot or tossed 
bombs at him. When a mere child 
he was shot at while leaving 
church with his mother; in 1905 two 
attempts were made on his life, one 
with a bomb in Paris, and the other 
while he was at church. On his 
wedding day in 1906, as he was pass- 
ing through the streets of Madrid, 


a bomb hurled from a window 
killed 24 people, and one of the 
horses pulling the coach in which 
he and his bride were riding. Bombs 
were exploded near him in 1908 and 
1911, and in 1913 he was shot at. 

The threat of revolution dogged 
his footsteps until the actuality 
overtook and overthrew him; the 
bombs and bullets were merely a 
part of the threat. Anarchists and 
Socialists were always active, and 
in addition, the country suffered 
from the loss of its last American 
possessions, in the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War. Changes in administra- 
tion were frequent, and during one 
period of six years there were 20 
cabinets. A law legalizing civil 
marriages caused a _ controversy 
with the Catholic Church; rebellion 
of the tribes in Morocco added to 
his worries. He was born to trouble 
when he was born a King, which 
may account for the apparent ease 
with which he was finally forced to 
abdicate. 

When Napoleon Francis Joseph 
Charles Bonaparte, son of Na- 
poleon I and Marie Louise of 
Austria, was born in 1811, it ap- 
peared that the Napoleonic dynasty 
was established. The Emperor of 
France was at the height of his 
power, and no one suspected that 
the King of Rome, as he was titled, 
would die at 21 an exile, stripped

of everything except his royal blood 
and the empty title of Duke of 
Reichstadt. 

The troubles of the King of Rome 
started three years after his birth, 
with the downfall and exile to Elba 
of his father. He and his mother 
were at Blois at ihe time Napoleon 
abdicated in favor of the child, and 
were held as hostages by Jerome 
and Joseph Bonaparte, since they 
were the daughter and grandson of 
the Emperor of Austria, one of the 
conquerors of Napoleon, Then the 
two managed to get to Vienna, 
where they were during the brief 
return of Napoleon, and after 
Waterloo the child was a pawn for 
European politiciens, in dividing 
the loot from the Napoleonic wars. 
He was technically looked upon as 
Napoleon II, Emperor of France, 
by the Bonapartists, end Metter- 
nich, arch diplomat of the period, 
considered substituting him for the 
Bourbons, but nothing was- ever 
done except to disinherit him from 
even his mother’s Duchy of Parma. 
As late as 1830 Metternich used him 
to keep the Bourbons in line, but 
in 1832 he died of a weak chest 
caused by overexercise. 

Another child king of France suf- 
fered even greater misfortunes, and 
one of the greatest mysteries in 
recent history. He was Louis 
XVII, son of the guillotined Louis 
XVI and Marie Antoinette, who of- 
ficially died at the age of 10 in 
1795, but believed by many to have 
escaped and lived out his life in 
obscurity, possibly in America. 

Louis XVII wis the second son 
of Louis XVI, but became dauphin 
when his brother died in 1789. In 
1792, with the French Revolution 
well under way, with his parents 
he was confined to the Temple, at 
first with one or the other of his 
parents, and then by himself. His 
father was bé@éheaded in 1793, and 
the royalists proclaimed the child 
king, under a regency. Numerous 
plots were formulated for his es- 
cape, successful finally, according 
to legend. What is known of his 
stay in prison indicates the legend 
may be true. In July, 1793, he was 
placed in charge ot a cobbler named 
Simon, and frequently visited by 
representatives of the Revolution, 
who persuaded him to give outra- 
geous testimony against Marie An- 
toinette, that resulted in the death

But immediately rumors were 
numerous that Louis had escaped, 
and the body of another child sub- 
stituted; that Barras, a leader of 
the revolution, had visited him in 
1794, concealed him in a tower of 
the prison, substituted first a wood- 
en figure in his solitary cell, and 
then replaced the figure with a deaf 
mute, later arranging the autopsy 
with a child’s body, and finally hav- 
ing Louis carried out in the coffin, 
from which he was removed before 
burial. There are rather authentic 
indications that the substitution 
took place, including the finding of 
the bones of a child in the prison 
grounds—perhaps the body on 
which the autopsy was performed. 

Whatever truth in the rumors, 
the royal family made no serious 
effort to verify them, both his 
uncle, later Louis XVIII, and the 
revolutionary leaders being quite 
willing to consider him dead. After 
the restoration 40 pretenders to be- 
ing Louis XVII appeared. 

Not dissimilar to the career of 
Louis XVII was that of Edward V 
of England, except that Edward 
definitely was murdered in the 
Tower of London. He was born in 
1470, the son of Edward IV, who 
died when the boy was 13. Imme- 
diately a struggle began between 
Edward and his uncle, Richard, 
Duke of Gloucester, who claimed 
that Edward was wrongly named 
King on the basis the marriage of 
his parents had been invalid.

NFORTUNATEIY the boy 

King and his younger brother 

fell into the hands of the Duke 
of Gloucester, who placed them in 
the Tower and ascended the throne 
as Richard III. A movement to 
free them became strong, when it 
was made known they were both 
dead. Murder was at once suspect- 
ed, but not until 20 years later did 
it become known that Richard had 
been smothered while asleep, in 
August or September, 1483. In De- 
cember, 1933, an antiquarian inves- 
tigated, and announced that evi- 
dence definitely indicated that 
Richard had the boys murdered, 
not Henry VII, who deposed Rich- 
ard in 1485. Some historians in- 
sisted the boys were alive when 
Henry came Into power. 

A boy ruler who suffered great 
reverses in his early days, to re- 
cover and by his conquests change 
the history of most of Asia and a 
large portion of Europe was Gen- 
ghiz Khan, Mongol Emperor. Born 
in 1162, he became ruler of a pow- 
erful group of Mongol tribes when 
he was 13 years old, succeeding his 
father. Several tribes dispersed 
when the boy became their head, 
and for years he struggled to main- 
tain his position, by subduing dis- 
affections and overcoming the hos- 
tility of neighboring tribes. He 
was constantly at war until 1206 by 
which. time he had built up his 
strength enough to proclaim him- 
self Emperor of Mongolia. He then 
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shattered the forces of his strong- 
est enemy on the Mongolian 
steppes, overran the Chinese Em-
